The Hew York special states that the se- 


cret conference of representatives of the 
various telegraph lines outside of the West- 
ern Union is ended. The corporations de- 
sirous of lorming the combination against 
the Western Union are now understood to 
he the Atlantic and Pacific and Southern 
and Atlantic companies, headquarters at 
New York; the Franklin, headquarters at 
Boston; and the Pacific and Atlantic, head- 
quarters at Pittsburg. 
The wires of the 


Franklin company run from Boston to 
Washington by three loutes, communicating 
with nearly all the large-cities and towns 
along the Atlantic seaboard. Tho Southern 
and Atlantic's wires run from Washington 
to New Orleans via Charleston and Savan- 
nah, the Pacific and Atlantic's from New 
York to Pittsburg Via Memphis to New Or- 
[cans, and theAtlanlic and Pacific's from 
New York to San Francisco, along the line 
ofthe Union Pacific liallroad. The Atlan- 
tic and Pacific Company's wires also connect 
at Buffalo with the Dominion's lines through 
Canada. The new movement Is to place 
the companies now independent of each 
other on the same footing for the transaction 
of telegraphic business as that now occupied 
by tha Western Uuion Company. The plan 
proposed embraces, among other things, a 
central office for the transaction of tho unit- 
ed business of the combined companies in 
New York. It is said on 
trustworthy au. 


thority that the Franklin Company has no 
intention of oellijg out to other companies, 
hut is willing to enter heartily into the pro- 
posed cooperation. This line, it is claimed, 
is the only one among the number interest- 
ed in the scheme which has paid a semi-an- 
nual dividend.

Fever exists in Newport,! feel impelled to 
address a few words to you, in tho hope that 
I may save some misery. 
Although we 


have no meani of protection against some 
influence from the contagion of small pox, 
we have a most sure and complete protec- 
tion against all dangerous and even serious 
consequences, by the proper application of 
vaccination. 
Against Scarlet Fever, we 


• have no similar protection, and tho ablest 
physicians have less power to relieve it.than 
perhaps any other prevalent malady. 
The 


great majority of the highest medical au- 
thorities of all schools of practice, admit its 
very contagious and infectious character, 
and I admit a very few able men, deny that 
it iscontaijiousatall, and claim that it is 
spread by contamination, or by a general 
poisonous character of tho whole atmos- 
phere. 
There are as I have said, but few 


who believe we are so hopelessly surround- 
ed by such a danger. The great majority be- 
live that it spreads by a very subtle infec- 
tion, second in power to that of tho small 
pox alon;. It is very certain that many per- 
sons never take Scarlet fever, and that 
many who have resisted it a long time, take 
it sooner or later.
